stood that the National Oi! & Pipe 
Line Company will do the Texas 
Company's loading at Port Arthur 
until the damage can be repaired. 
The Texas Company is prepared to 
load at Sabine Pass, through the 
Lone Star & Crescent pipe line, and 
doubteless these facilities will be em- 
ploved where it is practicable. 

On the 12th inst. the Standard 
tanker, Col. E. L. Drake, came into 
Port Arthur to be loaded by the Tex- 
as Company. It is stated that the 
Guffey Company will load this boat. 


Another Standard Oil Steamer Re- 
ported Lost. 

Press dispatches report the loss of 
a tank steamer and two barges off 
the Florida coast in a recent storm. 
It is believed that the steamer was 
the Standard tanker, Maverick, which 
was coming down from New York 
with barges to load Texas oil for the 
return trip. The Standard barge No 
91 which was reported ashore in Lit- 
tle Egg Harbor, N. J., on August 28. 
has been taken off and towed to New 
York. Most of the cargo. consist- 
ing of 21,000 barrels of crude oil, was 
saved. 

The City of Everett suffered no 
damage to its engines in the fire of 
September 7, and will be towed to 
New York for repairs. 





IN THE JENNINGS FIELD. 

The Morse Oi! Company has pur- 
chased an acre of the Clemont tract 
at Jennings from the Jennings-Hey- 
wood Oil Syndicate for $19,900 cash. 
The land is in section 46. Jennings 
producers are storing a good part of 
their oil for better prices. 

An earthen reservoir has been con- 
structed by the Home Oil Company. 
A proposition is being considered to 
drill either the Swift No. 2 or the’ 
Hurlburt No. 1 in section 46 to a 
greater depth. Both wells are dry, to 
date. It is believed that by going 
deeper the oil strata will be encoun-_ 
tered. The present depth of the wells 
is 2090 feet. 

O. W. Heywood and Alba Heywood 
have been in Beaumont recently, ar- 
ranging for additional tankage for the 
Jennings Oil Company. 





NOTES. 


Preparations for setting the screen 
in the Chaddock well at Anse la 
Butte field were completed several 
days ago. A telegram from Scott 
Heywood states that the showing of 
oil is equal to that found in the Hey- 
wood Corporation wells. The No. 3 
well of this corporation is down five 
hundred feet. 





CITIZENS NATIONAL BANK. 


Comptroller of the Currency Wil- 
liam Ridgely has instructed Receiver 


| Joseph M. Logan of the failed Citi- 


zens National Bank of Beaumont to 
levy an assessment of one hundred 
per cent on the capital stock of the 
bank, $100,000, the amount realized 
to be used in discharging the bank’s 
indebtedness. Inasmuch as President 
Rod Oliver held, in his own name and 
the names of persons associated with 
him in business, about half of the 
stock, it does not seem probable that 
anything will be realized at this time 
from an assessment on his stock. 
Other shareholders, excepting the 
directors and certain ones who have 
close business relations with the di- 
rectors, are disposed to fight the as- 
sessment on the ground that the di- 


rectors are liable for the full loss, on | 


account of negligence. It looks now 
as if not more than $20,000 will be 
paid voluntarily 
Affairs of the bank have remained 
in a state of suspended animation 
since the failure, but developments 
are expected within the next month 
which may put new life into the 
corpse 
Thorough Investigation to Be Made. 
Comptroller Ridgely has decided 
upon a thorough and searching inves- 


tigation into the bank's management, | 


from the start. He has instructed 
the department attorney. in charge of 
the failed division, Mr. F. F. Oldham, 
to proceed to Beaumont for the pur- 
pose of examining into the bank’s 
condition, and pending Mr. O!dham's 


investigation it is probable that no 


will be taken, either toward 
the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver or the liquidation of the bank 
without the services of a receiver. 
Meanwhile Examiner Logan remains 
in charge. Mr. Oldham is expected in 
Beaumont on the 16th or 17th inst.

The dismantling of pipe lines and 
the smaller tanks at Spindletop con 
tinues to be the most observable fea 
ture of activity An experienced oil 
man. who has lived and worked on 
the flelds since the days of the Lucas

In the early days there were num- 
erous smal! companies, which owned 
one to five wells and which were 
dependent upon the large compan- 
ies to take their product The result 


was that Spindletop soon became a} 


perfect network of pipe lines. When 
the wells stopped gushing and the 
price of oil fell, these small compan 
jes could no longer operate with profit 


and pay the tolls exacted by the) 


large concerns. They were forced out 
of business. and when the Sour Lake 
boom came on, with the resultant de- 
mand for pipe lines and _ storages 
tanks, the smaller concerns sold out. 
and it is chiefly their properties which 
are being pulled down and _ = carted 
away 

The truth of the situation is that 
the real grasp on Spindletop is rap 
idly falling into the hands of two or 
three of the larger companies
